Potato Bug Extermination. 


A Facgmer thinks the Pests can be Completely 
Wiped out. 


The recent hot weather had the effect 
of bringing the potato bugs, which had 
languished in early summer, very much 
in evidence, An observant and intelli- 
gent farmer told our reporter this week 
that there is no reason why the pests 
cannot be completely wiped out, if the 
farmers will combine to thatend. He 
says that when the bugs first appear on 
the potato plantsin summer,the harmed 
and their households assume the ape 
gressive—they deluge the vines with 
Paris green in solution, and the bugs 
are killed in great numbers. But some 
escape into the ground, and later in the 
Summer a new generation of bugs ap- 
pear, By this time the potatoes are 
coming towards maturity; the stalks 
are beginning to “ripen,” and little or 
no attention is paid to the bugs, as it is 
felt they can do yery little harm. But 
it is these bugs that one finds crawling 
about in the fall, and hiding away to 
be ready for operations the following 
year. Now he would propose that the 
farmers wage war on the second gener- 
ation of bugs—destroy them utterly as 
far as possibly, rat thus secure im- 
munity from them in years to come. 
In case of neglect, this farmer would 
haye township councils or other bodies 
in authority pass ordinances compellin 
farmers and others to destroy the pecond 
Keneration of potato bugs,

Tho African discoveries 
first showed scientific men what the 
origin and native place of the diamond 
really were, In the Indian and Brazilian 
fields it was plainly not native to the 
soil and was picked up ont of differing 
formations. In Sonth Africa it was 
found in a rotten rock, apparently form- 
Ing part of the earth's crust, and not a 
mere superficial deposit, as the others 
had been. The great mines in this re- 
gion, according to a correspondent of 
tho London Standard, are situated with- 
in a circle about §4¢ miles in diameter.

The situation in India is undoubted-

First came the disastrous famine, 
whose effects are still visible; then 
the plague, next the cholera, and after- 
wards the earthquakes. Then native 
disaffection, and finally war in two 
different places on the extremely in- 
accessible frontier. 

As regards the epidemics, they have 
already cost many European lives, 
apart from the thousands of the na- 
tives who perished. The famine has 
left its indelible mark upon entire dis- 
tricts, and sedition has been spread 
broadcast through territories inhabited 
by the Bengal and the Hindoo. Elec- 
where the disaffection has made little 
progress. The Sikhs and their kindred 
races detest the effeminate andcow- 
ardly Hindoos with a contempt which 
is almost loathing. While they have 
not the brains they are the fighting 
men of the East and if the British 
withdrew they would soon sweep over 
India. 

ANOTHER FORCE SURPRISED. 
_A few aays ago some thousand fana- 
tics surprised another force in Chitral, 
and again caused a severe loss in offi- 
cers and men, while the following de- 
spatches received on Friday chronicle 
more fighting in the same region. Tele- 
graphic communication with Malakand 
has been reopened. After severe fight- 
tng the north Malakand camp has been 
abandoned, and the troops are concen- 
trated on the Kotal. Fighting recom- 
menced on July 27 at 830 p.m. On 
that day the enemy made a determined 
attack on our position, and did not re- 
tire until daybreak. Throughout July 
28 desultory fighting in the vicinity of 
the camp continued, the enemy driving 
in the pickets of the 31st Punjab In- 
fantry, which lost 12 killed and 19 
wounded. At one time during the fight- 
ing the 45th Sikhs were hard pressed, 
losing one killed and rifteen wounded. 
The 24th Punjab Infantry, led by Lieut, 
Climo drove back large bodies of the 
enemy, who lost about 90 killed. As 
the enemy are, however,. still collecting 
in large numbers, further hard fighting 
is anticipated. Dargal has been rein- 
forced by 50 rifles.

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FATAL FIRE IN CHICAGO. 


Several People Lose Their Lives — Firemen 
Killed. 


A despatch from Chicago, says:—Six 
and probably seven lives were lost In 
an explosion which took place on 
Thursday evening during a fire in the 
North-Western grain elevator, at 
Cook and West Water streets. Three 
of the dead are firemen, ilhe body of 
another fireman is thought to be bur- 
ied in the ruins of the elevator, und 
three people blown into the Chicago 
river. From the force with which the 
explosion swept the spot on which they 
were standing it is certain they must 
have been instantly killed. The origin 
of the blaze is believed to have heen 
in the vicinity of the boiler-house. The 


powder that had been piling up for 
years aided the blaze. It spread with 
rapidity, and then came aterrilio ex- 
plosion, completing the work of scat- 
tering fire throughout the entire struc- 
ture. The explosion stunned for a 
moment the police and firemen, but 
they quickly rallied to help those who 
had been hurt, A dozen of men lay 
injured in the withering heat, some 
not seriously harmed, and others in 
the throes of death, At was danger-| 
ous work to get them out, but it was 
gallantly and quickly done, and all of | 
the slightly injured were removed, The 
| dead were for a time left where they 
| fell, No man could reach their bodies 
land live.

Under ordinary clroumstances zinc will 
protect fron from oxidation by galvanio 
aotion if the zinc surface equals only one 
one-hundredth of the tron. 

The amount of iron ore mined by the 
lending nations engaged in this industry 
bas not varied greatly aince 1889. In 1893 
the amount produced by the United States 
wns 11,587,629 tona; Great Britain, 11,- 
208,476; Germany, 11,457,491; Spain, 
6,407,540 and France, $,579,286.—S¢.

@rain. ‘Vhe hot water treatment 
which is one of the cheapest and 
most effectual remedies, consists in 
immersing seed wheat for fifteen 
Minutes in hot water at a tempera- 
ture of 142 degrees I’, The 
should not go below 130 and not 
nbove 135 degrees.

NINETEENTH CENTURY MIRACLE. 


The pathetic story of Helen Keller, 
the marvellous blind and deaf girl, of 
whom the whole world bas heard, has 
acquired new interest by news of her 
success in passing with high credits the 
seven preliminary examinations of 
Harvard University, entitle her to en- 
ter Radcliffe College. Helen Keller 
is but sixteen years old, yet her men- 
tal development, in face of appalling 
physical deficiencies, is one of the mar- 
vels of the age. Because of her misfor- 
tunes and the remarkable facility with 
which she has acquired knowledge by 
peculiar methods, her name is known 
throughout the world, and everywhere 
there has been awakened the liveliest 
interest and sympathy. In London an 
institution for the education of blind 
mutes has beem named after her, and 
if her life is spared the future hag 
great triumphs in store for this mar- 
velous imtellectual child of misfoztune. 

(Melen Keller has had a wonderful 
though sad career. She was born and 
spent her early childhood at her fa- 
Uber’s home in Tuscumbia, Ala. She 
was born blind, deaf and, as her par- 
ents soon discovered, mute. She had 
none of the sense of taste. Up to her 
seventa year her mind was a blank. 
Her family could only communicate: 
wilh her by means of the crudest signs. 
‘Theretore all that she nas azcomplish-— 
ed is the work of a lictle more tham 
eight years. ‘Jo Miss Sullivan, ber in-_ 

telligent.and faithful teacher, is due 
mueb of the credit of unlocking the 
mysteries of this child’s wonderful 
mentality. With but one sense to aid” 
her—that of touch—one can form an 
idea of the tremendous obstacles the 
teacher had to overcome. Miss 5 
livan began by a code of signs oe 
pressed upon the palm of the child's! 
hands, and after much patience, sUC- 
ceeded in conyeying the first gleams 
of understanding to the virgin brain. 
The next task was to teach her to 
peaks and this, toe was soon accom- 
plished, thanks to the child’s eager 
ness to learn. The method of teach- 
ing ber to utter words was to have 
her place the tips of her fingers upon 
ber teacher's lips, and thus by the sense 
of touch conveyed to her the idea of 
sound. Sbe was also taught the 
raised alpbabet, and thus in a short 
time was able to read,

any one. Her utterance is a little im- 
perfect, as is to be expected of one 
who knows not the sound of her own 
voice, but she has no difficulty in mak- 
ing herself understood..

Lead, in the form of 
bullets and shot, is a deadly, dangerous 
thing, but it is also death dealing to all 
who uso it in their work, as house 
painters, gildere, calico printers, type 
founders, potters and braziers. 

Mercury is a foo to life. Those who 

‘make mirrors, barometers or thermom- 
eters, who etch or color wool or felt, 
will soon feel the effect of the nitrate 
of mercury in teeth, gama and the tis- 
sues of the body. Silver kills those who 
bandle it, and photographers, makers of 
hair dyes and ink and other prepara- 
tions ere long turn gray, while a dead- 
ly weariness subdues them, and soon 
they euccumb, Copper enters into the 
composition of many articles of every- 
day life, and too soon those who work 
in bronging and similar decorative proc- 
eases lose teeth and eyesight and final- 
ly life. Makers of wall paper grow pale 
and sick from the arsenic in its color- 
ing, and matchmakers lose strength 
and yitality from the excess of phos- 
phorus used in their business. 

Nitric acid is used by engravers, by 
etchers in copper, by makers of gun cot- 
ton and those who supply our homes 
with lovely pictore frames. Its fomes 
are poison to the human lungs and soon 

destroy them completely. Ammonia 

kills the soapmakers; workers in guano 
grow deaf; hydrocyanio acid deala 
death to gilders, photographers and pio- 
ture finishers, while zinc is a fatal foe 
to calico printers, makers of optical 
glasses and meerschaum pipes.

Byoryday life and com- 
mon occupations are full of silent cour- 
age, and all around are workers who 
die in the harness and are true heroes 
withont knowing it.

Photographs by Sugar Light.

Immediately on being 
placed in the darkness the sunlight 
stored in the sugar began to glow, faint- 
ly at first, but quite brightly after a fow 
minotes. After abont 20 minutes, dur- 
ing wuich time the photographs were 
taken, the light begun to die away avd 
gradually went ont. The photographs 
taken by sugar light are quite distinct, 
though not as clear as an ordinary pho- 
tograph. The scientist who made this 
discovery doolares that by exposing a 
sack of sugar to strong sunlight for two 
hours enough light could be procured 
from it to illumine a small house for 

the same period. —London Tit-Bits.

ports of the Bureau of Forestry which 


lent seryice in creating 
a strong public opinion in favor of 
woodland pr ryation and tree-plant- 
ing. The report of the Clerk of Forest- 
ry just reccived, is not quite so lengthy 
as some of its predecessors, owing to 
the fact that its author engaged on 
the work of the Forestry Commission 
appointed to consider the question of re- 
planting the waste lands, that being 
the most important phase of the prob- 
lem, nevertheless it is full of interest 
and comprises an up-to-date view of the 
present situation, embodying the latest 
scientific conclusions and much pr 
tical information for farmers and others 
interested in tree-culture, 

The report emphasizes the fact, now 
thoroughly established by observation 
and experience, that when pine forests 
haye been cleared a second growth of 
pine will spring up, provided the land 
is not subjected to the ravages of fire.

men in cutting only well-matured trees, 
lumbering would become a permanent 
and settled industry and the timber 
supply for the fature would%be assured. 

Investigations undertaken by the 
Bureau during the past year with the 
object of ascertaining the total lumber 
cut of the Province haye brought out 
some facts not generally known as to 
the extent of the supply of timber ob- 
tained from land occapied by farmers. 
So far as statistics could be obtained 
from 1,500 lumber mills it appeared that 
the aggregate cut of pine on lands 
owned by fa:mrs amounted to 865,000, - 
000 feet, board measure, ‘This is in ad- 
dition to wood sold for other purposes. 
The report points out the increasing 
value of wood of many kinds, owing to 
its growing scarcity, and urges upon 
farmers the need of maintaining their 
wood-lots and the desirability of plant- 
ing waste lands with good timber trees 
as a future source of profit. Valuable 
articles by Mr, Alex. Kirkwood on the 
manufacture of charcoal, and by Dr. 
Brodie, the noted entomologist, on in- 
sects injurious to trees are included in 
the yolume, which also contains an 
appendix showing the proportion of 
forest to cleared land in the townships 
of the settled portion of Ontario, Any 
person desirous of obtaining a copy of 
the report can do so by sending his 
name and address to Mr. Thos.

A Convicts Quecr Attempt to Escape — 
Escorted by Sharks, He Paddics His 
Sepulchral Canoe, 

Some curious details of the life of the 
French convicts at Cayenne, Guyane, 
and the Safety Islands are given by 
M. Paul Mimande in a volume which 
he has just published in Paris, entitled 
“Forcats et Proscrits.” After describ- 
ing all the most famous criminals at 
present in the penal colonies, the auth- 
or deals with marvellous escapes and 
attempts to escape. 

Perhaps the most remarkable of them 
all is that of the assassin Lupi, who 
went to sea in'a coffin. He managed 
to get some nails, tar, and cotton, and 
one dark night he got into a coffin 
shed. He selected a fine, stanch, and 
seaworthy coffin, fastened the lid, in 
order to turn it into a deck, leaving a 
cockpit sufficient to enable him to 
crawl in, He calked all the joints as 
well as he could, and when this work 
was fimished he made a pair of paddles 
out of two planks. ‘Then he brought 
out his craft with great precaution. 
Without much ate he reached the 
water's edge. ‘There he laumched his 
bark and crawled on board. Assisted 
by the tide, he paddled his sepulchral 
craft. Silently and stowly he proceed - 
ed, in the hope of reaching either Ven- 
ezuela or British Guiana. :

houses with sleeping rooms so small 
there is scarcely room to turn around 
after a bed is put im, ‘hey say they do 
not believe in wasting space, and if 
sleeping rooms are big enough for a bed 
they serve their purpose.

a fear in order to recross. Besides the 
victims there were about fifteen other 
little ones of both sexes. 

HOW IT OCCURRED. 

Ail went well until they reached mid- 
channel.

They 
turned in their places and saw the float 
overturned and the children struggling 
in the muddy water. Instantly, an 
with gasps of astonishment, they back- 
ed their boat away from the shore, and 
made all haste to the resoue. They 
were almost immediately on the spot, 
and dived at once from their craft. 

TOO LATE. 


But although they were quick they 
arrived toolate to render aid to four 
promising lives. Jour bright-eyed and 
merry-hebrted little ones had ‘ceased 
their struggling and sunk to the boggy

The empire of Napoleon was made 
and unmade by the Regent, long the 
pride of the crown jewels of France, 
and until within very recent years the 
finest large diamond known. This 
stone was purchased, in 1717, from its 
English owner, for the French  re- 
galia by the Duke of Orleans, then Re- 
gent of France, whence its name, and 
was first made publicly conspicuous at 
the coronation of Louis XV., in 1722, 
when it was flashed as the most mag- 
nificent jewel in the crown. Half a 
century later it was again the center 
of a crown, that which, in 1775, weigh- 
ed so heavily upon the head of young 
Louis XVI, that he cried out in! dis- 
comfort, “It hurts me.” Then came 
the revolution and the crown jewels, 
now the property of the people, were 


deposited for safe keeping in the 
Garde Meuble. 
On the morning of September 17, 


1792, Paris was startled by the discov- 
ery that the Garde Meuble had been 
Tobbed of its treasures, including the 
Regent During the preceding night 
ro»bers had scaled the colonnade from

we find it in the possession of Nicolas 
Hanlay de Sancy in the closing years 
of the sixteenth century, Vhis Sancy, 
chief of the Swiss Guards of Henry IV. 
of France, was a clever diplomat and 
financier, wholly devoted to his king, 
on whose behalf he contracted many 
loans, often giving jewels of his own 
as security, Once he sent the Sancy 
to a Jew broker to be pawned. ‘ihe 
Servant never returned. ‘lhe broker 
declared he had never seen him. 
Sancy’s confidence in his servitor was 
unshaken. He made searches, and at 
last the body of the servant as found 
in adeep ditch near the city twalls. 
Evidently an attempt at robbery had 
been made, and when the body was cut 
open it was found that the faithful 
fellow had swallowed the diamond as 
he only means left him of outwitting 
his assailants. 
On another occasion Sancy pawned 
his great stone for what was in those 
ays the immense sum of 388,400 
crowns, and redeemed it a year after- 
ward. There are records in 1602 and 
1604 of attempts to sell the stone to 
the Duke of Mantua. Marie de Medici 
Was eager to possess it, but the price 
was a little too high even for the King, 
and in 1604 it was sent to Constantin- 
ople in the hope of finding a purchaser 
in the person of the Sultan. ‘his 
failed and in the same year the gem 
was sold by Sancy’s brother tha French 
Ambassador at Londen, to James I, for 
60,000 crowns, the term being that 
the King should pay one-third on the 
spot, one-third in six months, andthe 
balance at the end of a year. The ‘Sancy 
became in due course the property of 
Charles I., and formed part of the jew- 
els of his queen, Henrietta Maria, 
daughter of Henry IV., of rance, who 
on the outbreak of the revolution, took 
itto France in order topledge it and 
raise money for the royal cause. At 
Various times she raised large sums, 
giving as security, among other jewels 
the Sancy, which passed into the hands 
of the Duc d’Epernon, in part pay- 
ment of the principal. This was in 
1657, and in the same year the Sancy 
became the property of Cardinal Maz- 
arin, who at his death, bequeathed it 
to the French crown as a portion of

carats, which having no equal, is of in- 
estimable value, and which, for the

Got that he had once been the owner 
of the Koh-i-noor, Brought over to 
England to be edurated at public ex- 
pense, “I should like,” he said one day, 
‘to place tie jewel in the Queen's hand, 
now thnt lam aman, 1 was only a 
child when I surrendered it to her b 
the treaty, but now I am old enoug 
to umderstand.” His wish was con- 
veyed to the Queen, and on the very 
next day he was summoned to the 
pitlace. The jewel was placed in his 
hand, and for soma time he toyed with 
it. It was quite a different object 
from that which had caused so much 
Joy and sorrow in the oriental home 
of his royal fathers. ‘Ihe lapidary’s 
art had revealed all its hidden fire and 
dazzling beauty, but had shorn the gem 
of much of its historical and scientific 
interest. Then the descendant of 
Eastern kings handed back the rich 
prize of many conquests, und formally 
remarked thnt it gave him great pleas- 
ure to place the jewel im the hand of 
his sovereign. Some of Duleep’s old 
friends in India would have said it was 
a good riddance. When the Indian 
custodian of the gem handed the splen- 
did bauble over to the Wnglish, in the 
mulace of the little Maharajah, he 

ived a long sigh of relief and said 
the Koh-i-noor had been the cause of so 
many deaths in his family that he nev- 
er expected to escape himself. When 
he had occasion to exhibit the jewel 
it was always attached to his waist by 
a stout cord of twisted ribbon. Dr, 
Login, the first British custodian of 
the gem, followed the old native keep- 
er’s example umtil, much! to his relief, 
the treasure was transferred to Eng- 
lank. 

As Duleep held and looked upon his 
heirloom of his family it might well 
have conjured up in his mind, atrain 
of associations that are a part of many 
stirring epochs, of Asiatic history, for 
| no gem has ever figured so long and 
so conspicuously in history as the Koh- 
i-noor. ‘The priceless jewel in the 
crown of the early Turkish invaders 
of India, of the Moguls from the north 


and the Persians from the West, it 
passed from people to people as the 


richest emblem of conquest. ‘My son 
Humayoun,” said Baber, “has won a 
jewel from the Rajah which is valued 
at half the expenses of the whole 
world.” It glistened in the headgear of 
Baber's hapless descendant when the 
Persian conqueror jocosely remarked to 
| his fallen foe, * Let us change turbans,” 
and walked off with the prize. Duleep’s 
greatest ancestor brought it back to
